8 .R.O. 445. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 300 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Claes I Gazetted posts in the Directorate of Planning 
In the Ministry of Defence (Department of Defence): — 

1. Short Ttile and Commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Defence, Directorate of Planning Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application, — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column I of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay. — The number of posts, their classi- 
fication and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2, 
to 4 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Method of, Recruitment, Aae Lindt and other Qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment for the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spouse living, or 
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(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6, PowOr to Relax, — Where the Central Government is of the Opinion thtot it 

Is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 

writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax all 
or any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons.

447.— m pursuance of rule ll of the Armed Forces Headquarters Cleri- 
cal Service Rules, 1908, the Central Government, after consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following regulations to amend the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service (Lower Division Grade Competitive 
Examination for Class IV Staff) Regulations, 1969, namely:— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 
Service (Low6r Division Grade Competitive Examination for Class IV Staff) 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1970. 

(2) They shall be deemed to Have come into force on the 27th day of Decem- 
ber, 1909. 

2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service (Lower Division Grade 
Competitive Examination for Class IV Staff) Regulations, 1969, 

(1) In clause (b) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 4, 

(a) the following shall be inserted as the first proviso, namely: — 

"Provided that fbr the first two examination to be held in accordance 
with these regulations, the upper age limit shall be relaxed upto 
49 years:”; 

(b) in the existing proviso, for the words “Provided that”, the words 

"Provided further that” shall be substituted; 

(il) in clause (c) of sub-regulation (1) Of regulation 2, regulation 3, proviso 
to clause (c) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 4, regulations 5, 0 
and 7, sub-regulation (4) of regulation 8 and regulation 9, for the 
words "the Government” wherever they occur, the words “the Secre- 
tariat Training School” shall be substituted; 

(ill) In sub-regulation (3) of regulation 8, for the words "recommended by 
the Government for appointment,” the words "recommended by the 
Secretariat Training School for appointment,” shall be substituted; 

(Iv) in clause (iii) of sub-regulation (5) of regulation 8, for the word and 
figures "during 1969”, the words and figures “in 1969 and 1970” shall 
be substituted; 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service ( Lower Division ) Grade 
Competitive Examination for Class IV Staff ) ( Amendment ) Regulations, 1970 

It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the above amendment 
for the following reasons. 

The AFHQ Clerical Service was constituted w-e.f. 1st March, 1968, vide the 
AFHQ Clerical Service Rules, 1908. In the Third Schedule to these Rules it has 
been provided inter alia that 10 per cent of temporary vacancies in Low Division 
Orade may be filled by appointment of Class IV employees (borne on the regular 
establishment of Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations 
referred to in the First Schedule) on the basis of competitive examinations held 
for the purpose by the Government. In pursuance of rule 11 of the AFHQ clerical 
^Service Rules, 1968, the AFHQ Clerical Service (Lower Division Grade Competi- 
tive Examination for Class IV Staff) Regulations, 1969, were formulated. In these 
regulations, the procedure for the competitive examinations, referred to in the 
Third Schedule, was laid down and it was provided niter alia that — 

(a) the competitive examination for appointment of Class IV employees to 

the Lower Division Grade of the AFHQ Clerical Service shall be held 
by the Government and all further actions tp conduct the said 
examination, such as calling of applications, determination of eligibili- 
ty for admission to the examination with reference to the prescribed 
length of service, age, educational qualifications etc,, communication 
of the results of the examination and nomination of candidates for 
appointment on the results of the examination in the order of their 
merit etc., shall be taken by the Government; 

(b) a candidate should not be more than 40 years of age on the first day 

of January of the year in which the examination is held; 

(c) candidates, who had already passed or may pass the prescribed type- 

writing test within a period of 6 months from the date of appoint- 
ment shall be granted the first increment after 6 months Instead of

one year's service which shall be absorbed in the subsequent regular 
increments; this concession shall be applicable only to such of the 
candidates who may qualify in the examination to be held during 
1969. 


The rules for the competitive Examination held by the Secretariat Training 
School, Ministry of Home Affairs, on 2nd April, 1970, for the purpose of filling 
temporary vacancies reserve for regularly appointed Class IV staff in the Lower 
Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service and the AJTHQ Clerical 
Service were notified by the Ministry of Home Affairs on 27th December, 1969. 
in the above rules, it was stated, inter alia , that — 

(a) the examination would be held by the Secretariat Training School, 

Ministry of Home Affairs, and all further actions to conduct the said 
examination would be taken by the School; 

(b) a candidate should not be more than 45 years of age on 1st January, 

1069; the age limit of 45 years would apply to the first 2 examinations 
and thereafter the age that would be 40 years; the ago limit prescribed 
above would be relaxable upto a maximum of 5 years, if a candidate 
belonged to a Schedule Caste or a Schedule Tribe; 

(c) a candidate appointed on the results of the examination who had already 

passed the typewriting test or who passed it within a period of 6 
months from the date of his appointment would be granted the first 
increment after 0 months instead of after one year’s service. 

Retrospective effect to this amendment is necessary for the following reasons:— 

(a) The competitive examination for appointment of Class IV employees to 

the Lower Division Grade of the AFHQ Clerical Service has been held 
on 2nd April, 1970 by the Secretariat Training School, Ministry of 
Home Affairs and all further actions to conduct the said examination 
have been taken by the School, Instead of the Government as provided 
for In the AFHQ Clerical Service (Lower Division Grade Competitive 
Examination for Class IV Staff) Regulations, 1909, As the qualified 
candidates of the said examination will be nominated for appointment 
to LD Grade of the AFHQ Clerical Service, It is necessary to make 
provisions for the conduct of the said examination by the Secretariat 
Training School in the above regulations from a retrospective date; 

(b) regularly appointed Class IV employees of the Armed Forces Head- 

quarters and Inter Service Organisations upto the age of 45 years 
on 1st January, 1969, have already been permitted to compete at the 
saM examination against the vacancies reserve for them. As the 
upper age limit of 40 years has been prescribed in the existing AFHQ
